GOES TO THE MOVIES 


A CRACKED ^IdiDtoridl" by "Big" Sorry Duller, America's Favorite Pop Culture Commentator * Illustration: Chris Caldwell 


THIS YEAR, five mayor motion pictures based on comic books are in the process of 
being released. Even more impressive: Three of these releases are based on characters from 
the Mighty Marvel Universe: PAREPEVIU X2: X-MEN UN1TEP, and THE HULK/ 




Back when I worked for Marvel in the early 90s, we always dreamed of having our characters featured 
in big-budget films -- but it never happened. All we ever got were some cheesy cheap-o flicks that went straight 
like 


to video, like THE PUNISHER and 
CAPTAIN AMERICA. (Thankfully, 
some of these atrocities, such as 
THE FANTASTIC FOUR, never even 
got released at all/) 

this was mighty embarrassing because, 
for decades/ every true comic book fan has 
Known Marvel always had the best charac¬ 
ters. Yet, ironically. Marvel could never 
seen to get their act together on the big 
screen, while PC enjoyed huge successes 
with BATMAN and SUPERMAN- 

This situation was even worse during the 
late 70's, when I was a kid. 

I remember being so excited die 
day CBS announced that several 
of Manvel's top super-heroes 
would be on their Fall sched¬ 


ule. I got my first jarring lesson in viewer 
cynicism when these shows ended up stink¬ 
ing worse than a RICHIE RICH comic book. 
For example, although THE INCREDIBLE 
HULK TV series is often fondly remembered 
today, it stiii had some glaring flaws. 

Sure, Sill Bixby was a likable enough 
"Bruce," er, — sorry, "David" Banner. And 
Lou Fem'gno basically looked the part of the 
Hulk (despite the goofy green wig). 

But the series' main story arc ran more 
along the lines of THE FUGI¬ 
TIVE than THE HULK. 

Ferrigno's Hulk couldn't 
speak, and his 
powers were 


scaled down for budgetary reasons, leaving 
the character only a fraction as strong as he 
should have been. 

Eventually, a few televised HULK reunion 
movies were produced in a half-hearted 
attempt to appease the Fans' appetite for 
their hero, after the series' abrupt end. One 
dopey movie featured a final "chapter" in the 
character's history, where the Hulk dies by 
falling out of a helicopter. (Yeah, like that 
could actually happen/) A!! in all, it was a sad 
good-bye for a series that got progressive¬ 
ly weaker. TV movies of the same period, fea¬ 
turing CAPTAIN AMERICA and DR. STRANGE 
also suffered from 
too many arbi¬ 
trary changes at 
the clammy hands 
of network 
executives 















who didn't: understand the characters, 
or bother to try. 

The SPICSR-MAN live-action TV 
series was the worst oF this bunch. I 
couldn't believe how bad it was/ i was 
Spide/s #1 die-hard fan as a kid, but 
this show actually drove me to watch 
BIGHT IS ENOUGH/ 

The main problem with 70's Marvel 
Hollywood adaptations wasn't just that 
they deviated too far from their 
source: They never HONORED what 
made these characters so great in the 
first place.. .and so compelling as real 
indlvidjals we ail could identify with. 

Worst of all none of these shows 
ever featured any trademark Marvel 
super-villains/ Poes anyone out there 
remember a TV Spicfey bad guy called 
the Swam from this era? 

I kid you not, he was composed of 
a bunch of bees that actually went 
around, hypnotically buzzing: "Sa-war- 
rmrimmm... Sa-warrrrmmm. 1 * 

The 80's also proved to be 
another dark decade for Marvel in la 
La Land. Only one movie based on a 
Marvel character was produced — the 
notorious flop, HOWARP THE PUCK. 
(Of all the dassic heroes in Marvel's 
stable, I think l can safely say no true 
Man/elite would've picked this turkey to 
star in anything.) 

It was so bad Hollywood insiders 
used to joke: What's the translation 
of ISHTAR (another legendary BO's 
mega-bomb)? Answer: Farsi for 
HOWARP THE PUCK- In the earty 
90s, my fellow Marvel staffer and good 
buddy, Jim Salicrup, had developed a 
theory about why Marvel movies and TV 
shows always turned out so bad: Jim 



pany was desperate to expand it's 
Universe into movies and TV shows — 
but only on its terns. 

Major production companies were 
unwilling to take on such costly, 
effects driven properties without 
receiving a huge chunk of the licensing 
pie, so that left only the tiniest of stu¬ 
dios that were willing to play by 
Marvel's rules. 

The company struck deals with 
these 3-list hack houses, and we fans 
were served up mediocre products that 
bore little resemblance to their four- 
color counterparts. 

Salicrup became part of a big push 
for higher quality Marvel movies and TV, 
to the point where he helped shoot down 
one proposed movie featuring Spider- 
Man because the network In question 
merely wanted to rip off THE FLV. 

it wasn't until Marvel guru Stan 
Lee teamed up with an Executive 
Producer named Avi Arad (who acquired 
control of the Marvel characters dur¬ 
ing his tenure at New World Pictures), 
that a major change took place. 

Under their guidance, Marvel 
properties finally began to flourish in 
movies and IV when they forced 
Hollywood to treat the heroes with the 
respect they deserved. 

3y the late 90s, screen hits like 
BLAPE had ushered in a new era of 
Marvel movies. These were big-budget 
flicks, with great special effects, big- 
name actors, and top writes and 
directors. 

So you see, the main difference 
between the schlock Marvel cinematic 
products of my day and the mega¬ 
bucks opuses of today, is not only the 
access to more spectacular technolo¬ 
gy - it is that the studio system has 
finally acknowledged the importance of 
going back to these characters' roots/ 

Thus, Peter Parker Is now honest¬ 
ly inspired to become Spider-Man when 
he fails to save his Unde Sal. Result: 
The long-awaited SPIPER-MAN movie 
was the biggest hit of 2002 -- even 
bigger than the STAR WARS prequei 
released in the same year/ 

Today, we also get to see Bruce 
(not David) Banner romance Betty 
Ross . .. Blade's origin left relatively 
intact . . .and a PAREPEVIL movie 
that is basically a page one adaptation 
of Frank Miller's comic masterpieces. 

The Golden Age of Marvel Comics 
was in the 1960s — every true 
Marvelite knows that. But now i have 
new hope that the Golden Age of 
Marvel MOVIES is Just beginning, 

And the future looks brighter 
than ever/ 

(Note: If this column reads like
